In answer to that, Anonymous, 


>n affirmative reply would prob- 
nbly be correct. In our present 
era of "civilization," it can be con- 
ceded that a properly educated in- 
dividual is more equipped to-cope 
with the problems that confront a 
person throughout life. 


I believe it logical to concede 


that the more one knows of one's 
environment, the more aptly one 
is able to assume a respected posi- 
tion in society. 


And, 
in similar fashion, Indi- 


viduals versed in public affairs 
through formal study of social 
problems, can be expected to 
carry out a better program than 
those who lack such training. 
* • • 


But, 
w« must remember that a 


college education can do no more 
than polish off the rough surface 
of a product molded and designed 
in the home and in the realm of 
non-collegiate level instruction. 


A public spirited citizen, in my 


humble opinion, is not a figment of 
college training. The answer seems 
to be far more basic. Civic-minded 
persons 
are 
developed in the 


rough, prior to college. 
Higher 


learning merely adds luster to the 
unfinished product. 


Although there could be more 


efforts made 10 influence high 
school students to enter college. I 
am not aware that there is a nega- 
tive movement.« • • 


Encouragement along the lines 


of advanced education would prob- 
ably be more effective if it would 
come from the parents than from 
public school instructors. 


Today, the average school pro- 


gram calls for learning in a host 
of subjects that, to most individu- 
als, eventually fall by the wayside. 
It is argued that the-procedure is 
to develop a broad range of inter- 
ests so that a person is able to 
chose a life's work. 


To many thinkers, that system 


acts to muddle, rather than sim- 
plify the problems of graduating 
high school seniors. 
Students 


asked what they want to do when 
released from compulsory school, 
usually are, undecided. 
In that frame of mind, such stu- 


dents are not college material be- 
cause in college, to flounder around 
without a definite goal is to invite 
trouble. 


What may be lacking in the 


"modern" educational systems is a 
program on the grade school level 
whereby a youngster could develop 
along the line he is best suited.

Aim of Illinois Solon 
Opposed by Members 
Of Committee 


WASHINGTON — UP) — 


Chairman Velde's proposal 
that the house un-American 
activities committee search 
for Communists among the 
nation's clergymen ran into 
stiff opposition today from 
other committee members. 


The Illinois Republican, target 


in recent weeks of criticism from 
three Washington churchmen, said 
Monday night the committee may 
get into "the church field" in its 
hunt for Reds. 


Rep. Kearney 
(R-NY), second 


committee member, told newsmen 
he disagrees violently with Velde's 
proposal. "I am absolutely opposed 
to it, and I am demanding that 
the subject be discussed fully by 
the committee," he said. 


Offer Resolution 


Rep. Walter (D-Pa), top minor- 


ity member, announced that he 
will offer a resolution within the 
group to make commtitee approval 
necessary before any investigation 
can be made. 


He said the move was aimed at 


preventing the committee chair- 
man from undertaking probes on 
his own decision. 
• 


Kearney, Walter and other mem- 


bers said the committee has not 
considered the possibility of seek- 
ing out Communists among clergy- 
men. 


And Rep. Jackson (R-Calif) and 


Frazie r(D-Tenn), other committee 
members, said: "Velde was speak- 
ing for himself—not for me." 


Velde offered his proposal in a 


radio interview. He said he couldn't 
tell at this time whether any probe 
"would be into some of the organi- 
zations which are affiliated with 
the various churches, or whether 
it would be individuals." 


But, 
he added: "I would rather 


presume it would be individuals." 


Bishop Replies 


Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam of the 


Methodist church, who was one of 
those to criticize Velde last month, 
said in a statement: 


"Is Mr. Velde's new interest due 


to criticisms recently made by 
clergy of methods used in investi- 
gations? 


"I believe the Communist party 


is a conspiracy and that conspira- 
tors should be discovered, tried, 
and, if guilty, punished. I believe 
the FBI is far better .qualified for 
that duty than Mr. Velde's com- 
mittee. 


"Mr. Velde should know that no 


Protestant land has been seriously 
infiltrated by communism." 


Velde is a Methodist. 
In remarks which followed the 


radio interview Monday night, the 
42-year-old Velde was quoted as 
saying a committee probe would 
"probably include individual mem- 
bers of the cloth, including some 
who seem to have devoted more

TEHRAN, Iran—</PV—Deputy Men- 


di Mir Ashrafi told Parliament to- 
day that a British-Russian plan to 
partition Iran lay behind Shah 
Mohammed Reza Pahlevi's recent- 
ly announced but quickly rescind 
ed decision to leave the country. 


The deputy speaker of the Majlir 


parliament, made the charge in 
a debate over the recent exten 
sion of martial law in the capital 
city and its suburbs. 


He declared that Britain and 


Russia had agreed on partition 
and added that the Shah's depar- 
ture would have simplified the al- 
leged scheme. 


The Shah announced on Feb. 28 


he would leave Iran but cancelled 
his plans the same day after dem- 
onstrators urged him to remain. 
The announcement followed 
re- 


ports of a struggle for power be- 
tween the young monarch and Pre- 
mier Mohammed Mossadegh and 
charges by the Premier that the 
royal court had been intriguing 
against him. 


The demonstration touched off a 


weekend of rioting in which at 
least three persons were killed. 
The extension of martial law was 
imposed during the riots.

fined to her bed for two weeks by 
gastric trouble, again showed a 
slight improvement today. The ill-

mother of Queen Elizabeth II has 
caused deep concern in Britain. 


Speed-Up of Tax Cut Bill 
Turned Down by Rep. Allen 


WASHINGTON—W—Chairman Allen (R-I11.) of the house rules 


committee turned down again today a request for clearance of a bill 
to cut individual income tax rates 10 per cent starting July i. 


In a letter to Chairman Reed 


(R-NY) of the Ways and Means 
Committee, which has approved 
the bill, Allen said he would take 
no offense if Reed tried to circum- 
vent the rules group by using oth- 
er "legitimate parliamentary pro- 
cedure." 


Reed is author of the tax-cutting 


bill. 


He had requested Allen to send 


the bill to the House floor under 
procedure barring amendments, in 
order to protect it from all sorts 
of changes. 


Without such clearance from the 


rules group, the bill could be 
brought up in the house subject to 
amendments. Normally, however, 
tax bills come through the. rules 
group to keep them from being 
rewritten on the House floor. 


Reed hhs indicated that he might 


resort to other procedure if the 


Rules Commitlee continues lo bot- 
tle up his bill. He reportedly has 
been seeking agreements from Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike not 
to try to amend it, if it is consid- 
ered 
without the protection of 


Rules Commitlee clearance.. 


One amendmenl lhat would have 


strong support would boost person- 
al exemptions from $600 to SI ,000. 


Allen recalled that in rejecting

His statement, carrying a hint- 


of possible early stepped up blows, 
or even a limited offensive against 
the Communists, was made to sen- 
ators inquiring into the ammuni- 
tion situation. 


Production Dp 


Wilson said ammunition produc- 


tion has been expanded rapidly in 
recent months. He declared sup- 
plies in Korea are adequate to 
meet present needs. 
' 


By implication, Wilson's testi- 


mony, as did statements by Secre- 
tary of the Army Stevens, seemed 
to concede, however, that the 
Eighth Army had been restricted 
as to possible action by shell sup- 
plies, if not actually short of am- 
munition. 


Stevens told the senators that the 


long stalemate during futile truce 
negotiations had allowed the Com- 
munists to dig in so that heavier 
shells were needed to blast enemy 
fortifications. 


Stevens, referring to his visit to 


the Korean battle area before tak- 
ing office, said he found that "de- 
velopment of a stable defense line 
in Korea was making a change in 
the type of-ammunition currently 
in demand there." 


He added: 
"Because the enemy was well 


dug in, it would take heavier am- 
munition to blast him out. 


"This would require the use of 


larger caliber rounds and an in- 
crease in reserve stocks.'.1 


Hints More Action' , 


Wilson's hint' of "more active" 


operations in Korea was in this 
statement: 


"As of now, we have the' am- 


munition necessary, for operations 
on the present scale; soon, it is 
fair to state, we shall have the 
amounts necessary to give the field 
commander considerable lattitude 
in determining upon and support- 
ing a more active type of opera- 
tions." 


Wilson was first of a number of

"More world trade, with the 


United States as an active parti- 
cipant, is good for the nation 
and especially good for the Amer- 
ican farmer," Herschell D. New- 
som, Master of the National 
Grange, told delegates attending 
the conference of National Or- 
ganizations recently at Atlantic 
City. 
The farm 
organization 
leader 


said that our system of protective 
tariffs had always worked to the 
disadvantage of U. S. farmers. "In 
the early days tariff duties were de- 
signed to protect inefficient, infant 
but expanding, American industries 
at a time when farmers, without 
these duties, could have bought 
their 
equipment 
and 
supplies 


cheaper abroad. 
This objective 


at that time was fundamentally 
sound, even though it did hit the 
farmer in the pocketbook. Now 
that U. S. industries are large and 
efficient, it is time to examine our 
complicated trade mechanisms in- 
volving over 3.500 different tariff 
barriers with the idea in mind of 
gradually lowering or 
removing 


some of them. 


"Not only have farm costs been 


held high because of our tariff 
policies, but also many farm prices 
have been held down because of 
the same program, thus placing 
the farmer in an economic vise. 


"All of this comes about because 


American agriculture is a 'normal 
and natural' exporter, depending 
upon foreign markets for an out- 
let for approximately 25 percent of 
the nation's total crop production. 


"Foreign consumers of U. S. 


farm products cannot buy^ these 
food and fiber items unless they 
sell more industrial products, a 
Mtuation that has led to surplus 
and farm price problems here at 
home. This is especially notice- 
able in the field of cotton and 
wheat." 
"More foreign trade," continued 


Newsom, "would not only increase 
our national income, both on anc 
off the farm, but would vastly con- 
tribute to world peace by taking 
free countries out of the Russian 
trade orbit." 


Newsom concluded by reporting 


that all organizations would do wel

Europeans Make Scant Effort to 


Report True linage of U. S. 


A German fighter pilot named Heinrich von Einsicdel 


,was shot down over Stalingrad in 1942 after bagging 35 Rus- 
sian planes. Later he played a leading role in the Free Ger- 
'many committee, the Communist-controlled anti-Hitler or- 
ganization of German officers. 


Now he has written a book called "1 Joined the Rus- 


'sians," in which he unfolds with clarity and commendable 
honesty the story of his embracement of communism and 
then, at length, his rejection of it. 


All aside from the elemental fascination of this tale, 


I growing out of its adventure and the inside picture it gives 
' of Communist strategy, it has a lesson for Americans—and 


for Europeans who think they know us. 


For as one analyst of communism, Edward Crankshaw, 


points out, the really astounding thing about Einsiedei was 
that it took him so long to turn away from communism. 
* 
* 
» 


This man knew at first hand the worst communism had 


to offer. Yet he hung on and on far past the point of reason- 
ableness. Why? 
Because, quite plainly, he could see no decent alternative 


This must come as a shock1 to us, for we think of American 
notions of freedom and material .standards as presenting a 
pretty respectable future for anybody. 


But Einsiedei, like many of his German countrymen, 


like many Frenchmen and Britishers and Italians, has a badly 
warped image of America. He sees it as given over almost 
wholly to crass materialism, to all the externals of a good 
life but little of the substance. 
Americans are partly to blame for this false portrait. 


Some who travel or live abroad do not represent our best 
traits. On top of that, our books and our movies put extra- 
ordinary stress upon our faults and too little upon our vir- 
tues. They overplay our crime, our pursuit of the dollar, 
our gadgets, our fads and manias. 


But the Europeans themselves are much to blame. Of 


course they can't afford to travel to see us first hand, as 
we do to see them. Still, they could make a far greater ef- 
fort to report American life through European eyes, through 
the eyes of their own correspondents. 


European coverage of America always has been ridicu- 


lously insufficient. And for the most part what coverage 
they do have gives them a distorted, outdated, unreal picture 
of this country. To read of America in British newspapers 
is to wonder what planet the reporters are on. 


We have our job to do to correct the false image. But 


so have the Europeans. 
Long enough have they warmed 


themselves with comforting reports which merely confirm 
their prejudices that America is "not so much. Its time 
they began trying to find out what we are really like. 


It's a Small World to Kremlin 


Prime Minister Churchill could not have found it easy to 


refuse the Communists' offer to trade a British business- 
man's freedom for the life of a Red guerrilla girl held m a 
Malaya prison. 
He turned down the barter proposal that would have 


meant trading a woman rightfully imprisoned for a British 
subject wrongfully jailed. The terms were not equal. 
Fur- 


thermore, the mere fact that the Reds made the offer sug- 
gests that Lee Meng, the Malayan rebel, is of extreme value 
to the Communist guerrilla cause. 
What is really of overriding interest in this suggestion, 


however, is the link that it indicates among all Communist 
activity the world over. The Reds are always busy telling 
everybody that Communist sentiment springs spontaneously 
from millions of human bosoms in far-flung areas, without 
help from Moscow.

Take Advantage of Foes' Poor Playing

One sure way to earn a top score 


in a match point tournament is 
to be on your way to a bottom and 
then have the opponents fall into 
grievous error. This is a danger- 
ous way to earn top scores, of 
course, because your opponents 
can't always be counted upon to 
come to your rescue.

East took his courage in both hands 
and passed the redouble, after 
which everybody was happy ex- 
cept Col. Skinner. 


West d e c i d e d that dummy's 


strong bidding indicated distribu- 
tional support of some kind, so he 
opened a low trump to reduce 
dummy's supposed ruffing power. 
Col. Skinner won the fir»t trick 
with the six of diamonds and im- 
mediately returned his singleton 
club to force out East's ace with 
dummy's queen of clubs. 


East 
returned 
the 
deuce of 


spades, and West won with the 
jack. West should have returned 
his low spade in order to be able 
to win the third round of the suit. 
Instead, however. West immediate- 
ly laid down the king of spades 
and continued the .suit to East's 
queen. 


East now looked disconsolately 


at the heart situation. He hated to 
lead away from his king of hearts 
up to dummy's ace.

Maybe Henry Ford II Has a Smart Idea There

Pegler Charges Internal Revenue Bureau's Interpretation 
Of Pleasure Expenses as Business Expenses Is a Farce

The books of Bill McCormack, the grotesque figure known aa Mr. 


Big of the waterfront, showed charges of about $900,000 of cash alleged 
to have been disbursed as business expense over a five-year stretch 
up' to September, 1952. All this was unsupported by vouchers or de- 
tails. McCormick might have put it in a box for himself. It was rep- 
resented as legitimate deductible expense of his Penn Stevedoring 
Company, a monopolistic firm which does a tremendous job of mov- 
ing many commodities, including perishables, into the markets of New 


York. 
McCormick, Joe Ryan, of the Longshore- 


man's Union, and other racketeers dominate the 
port. 


These expenditures were grouped under such 


headings as "entertainment," "dock expenses" and 
"general expenses." In addition to all this, McCor- 
mack's books showed substantiated "business ex- 
penses," amounting to between $400,000 and $500,- 
000, giving us a total of $1,800,000, or $1,400,000, put 
out in 5 years by one firm for dubious purposes. 


The interpretation of pleasure expenses-as busi- 


tvwtbrook feiier negs expenses wjthin the meaning of the Internal 


Revenue has become a farce. Many companies outside New York now 
maintain hotel apartments on lease for their executives and other em- 
ployes on business trips to New York. Much of this traffic is legiti- 
mate. But such individuals often mix pleasure with business as Mc- 
Cormack certainly did when he charged many thousands of dollars 
worth of tickets for prizefights, baseball and football games, hockey 
matches and theatrical hits to the necessary costs of running a busi- 
ness of unloading freight In New York harbor. 


Many of McCormack's guests were politicians and union racket- 


eers. The proposition that he had to entertain them, lest his'busi- 
ness decline, implies that this was the price of their cooperation or 
forbearance. That would be a corrupt condition-. Frank Hogan, the 
New York district attorney, recently had at a purchasing agent who 
seemed to have exacted bribes from suppliers, invoking an old law 
whose existence must have startled many other professional buyers. 
It should throw a little fear into some newspaper "columnists" in 
the movie, night-club, radio and theatrical trades. 


There must be enough law to en- 


able a prosecutor as clever as Ho- 
gan is when he wants to be, to in- 
dict men in positions of trust who 
accept such lavish treatment un- 
der, such circumstances. It is my 
opinion, based on a general and 
particular knowledge of the kind 
of men we are dealing with here, 
that there was neither actual ex- 
tortion nor actual bribery. Mc- 
Cormack, a rough, brutal man, 
himself, ran with corrupt, ugly 
characters In politics and the wa- 
terfront unions, 
could • maintain 


He found that he 
a position as a 


Good-Time Charlie at the expense 
of the Internal Revenue and the 
New Tork State department of 
taxation and finance which handles 
(he state income tax. The state 
income tax law certainly should 
be pertinent to these representa- 
tions, although not necessarily in 
its criminal aspects. 


In this whole filthy mess, Hogan 


has been trying to get nominated 
for mayor on the Democratic and 
Dave Dublnsky tickets for years, 
always trxckling to the "labor" 
vote which, of course, cannot be 
delivered by the unibneers, as Ho- 
{an should know by now. A man 


who drags his heels at his duty In 
the attorney's office suffering such 
a foul situation to grow up as that 
which was disclosed on the water- 
front, will make no better mayor 
than the succession of bad mayors 
who also let it thrive. 


McCormack spent an average 


of $1,000 on each big fight In New 
York. 
He bought season tickets 


for the Yankees and Giants to be 
used 
by these 
politicians and 


union racketeers. 
His biggest bill 


for one fight in the five-year pe- 
riod was $3,300 for one of the Lou- 
is-Walcott shows. 
His bills for 


meals and drinks at Toots Shor's 
restaurant were from $1.200 to $1,- 
500 almost, every month. Small 
taxpayers, who cannot even aspire 
to the kind of steaks that Shor 
serves, actually were paying a 
good deal for the cost of this high 
living because their taxes had 
to compensate for the amounts 
that McCormack deducted. Much 
more will be revealed about Mc- 
Cormack and Shor's restaurant. 


Another fascinating item came 


out in the hearings of the New 
York state crime commiMion, Tfcii 


was $19,000 in 20 months for meat 
and groceries delivered to the 
family residence of McCormack 
and his close relatives In Green- 
wich, Conn., but charged on the 
books as operating expenses of 
the Penn Stevedoring Co. Internal 
Revenue men swarmed into the of 
fices of the crime commission as 
the hidden facts began to emerge. 
But the wonder is that the Internal 
Revenue had let this go on all this 
time. If George Spelvin, Ameri- 
can, had tried to charge off JflOO, 
000 in five years as "entertain 
ment," 
"dock 
expenses," 
and 


"general expenses," without par 
ticular receipts and stout proba- 
tive data, the Internal Revenue 
long ago would have disallowed 
all such and exacted payment of 
the taxes, with 6 per cent In- 
terest. 


I repeat that little good will 


come of this scandal. Some few 
crooks may go to prison for short 
terms, probably on income tax 
raps, and get paroled through 
"pressure." 
But 
the 
unions, 


which are at the bottom of the 
rottenness, will not reform until 
the whole of public opinion drives 
the party politicians into action. 


Hogan, 
for example, 
is 
pa- 


thetic in his courtship of Dubin- 
sky, the Teamster^ and the Build 
ing Trades council. Public opin 
ion is not yet ripe, although it has 
shown some initiative and strength 
in supporting Taft against the 
massed CIO and A. F. and L. in 
Ohio and i nrepudiating Truman 
and his "slave-labor" outcry last 
fall.

"My son, who is 25 years old," 


writes Mrs. L.. "is suffering from 
a disease called nephrosis. Can you 
tell me something about this and 
is it really incurable?" 


First, what is nephrosisf It is 


a more or less general term ap- 
plied to any one of.several degen- 
erative disease's of' the kidney, in 
which inflammation of that organ 
appears to be absent, thus'sepa- 
rating it from the typical nephritis 
or, Bright's disease. 
\ 


There are actually several kinds 


of nephrosis—in some of which the 
cause can be discovered, and in 
some of which it cannot. The; so-' 
called "true" nephrosis is a chron- 
ic disease of unknown origin, much 
more 
common among children 


than adults. 
- '

In any event, the typical • signs 


of nephrosis, regardless of cause, 
consist of gradually increasing 
fluid in the tissues—edema or 
dropsy—the presence of a kind of 
protein in the unne known as albu- 
men, and a lessening of the same 
albumen in the fluid portion of the 
blood. 


It is a painless condition but the 


water-logging of the tissues is, of 
couise, uncomfortable. 


The outlook for victims of true 


nephrosis is not bad, and although 
there is an increased susceptibility 
to infections, over half the patients 
recover and remain well. 


As may be imagined, the treat- 


ment of nephrosis is highly tech- 
nical and must always be adjusted 
to the individual patient.. In gen- 
eral, however, one must guard 
against infections, salt in the diet 
must be kept to a bare minimum, 
and many patients are better off 
in bed. 
TREATMENT IS IMPROVED 


In addition to these measures, 'it 


may or may not be desirable to 
give certain medicines which in- 
crease the output of urine and thus 
carry off some of the excessive 
fluid. The use of -cortisone or 
ACTH may also have to be con- 
sidered, though it is not yet certain 
just what part these hormones 
will play in treatment. 


It is not entirely clear whether 


nephrosis is increasing or not, and 
the cause of "true" nephrosis still 
has to be worked out, but it is cer- 
tain that recent years have brought 
much better understanding of the 
condition and considerable 
im- 


provement in methods of treat- 
ment.

Poles Hold 
Danish Ships 
In Reprisal 


COPENHAVEN, Denmark UP) — 


Reliable sources reported today 
that Communist Poland is holding 
six Danish fishing vessels captive 
in the «port of Gdansk Danzig, 
possibly in reprisal for Denmark's 
retention of a Soviet-built, Polish 
MIG 15 jet fighter plane. 


Authoritative sources said seven 


Danish fishing craft took refuge 
to the Polish port from a raging 
storm Sunday and were ordered 
to leave "in three minutes." One 
cutter, the Thailand, made it out 
in time, but the others were held. 


The six ships carried a total of 


about 20 crewmen, the sources 
said. Their fate was unknown. 


Political circles here viewed the 


action as retaliation for Denmark's 
failure so far to release the fugi- 
tive MIG. The plane was flown last 
Thursday to the Danish island of 
Bornholm by a 21-year-old Polish 
fighter pilot who said he wanted 
political asylum.

Sen. Douglas 
Gives Views on 
Russian Crisis 


PEORIA, 111.—«R-Sen. Paul H. 


Douglas (D-I11) said Monday night 
that the death of Stalin "may help 
matters" for the free nations if top 
Re'd leaders fight for power. 


But, he told a Bradley Univer- 


sity audience, "We should not let 
our guard down" in the belief Rus- 
Bia will be "disrupted by a powei 
Struggle between rivals." 


Douglas urged a five-point pro- 


gram of conduct by Americans 
with respect to facing the threat 
of Communist aggression: 


1. "Increase the U. S. armed 


strength by cutting down on non- 
combat 
personnel 
jobs in the 


armed forces;" 


2. "Keep basic unity within out 


country and resist all attempts to 
divide us;" 


3. "Hold onto our allies in Europe 


and do everything possible to get 
them to build up the European 
Army;" 


4. "Strive for still stronger Asi- 


atic alliance of Japan, South Korea, 
Australia, New Zealand, the Philip- 
pines and Indo-China, and try to 
win over as many of the so-called 
neutrals — such as Burma, Indo- 
nesia and India — as we can," and 


5. Realize that "the struggle 


against Communism is vorld-wide 
and integral. We cannot allow Asia 
or Europe or the Middle East to 
fall." 


"With all this," Douglas said, 


"we must remain truly Democratic 
and humane here at home." 


Douglas described, the threat to 


Iran and the oil-rich Middle East 
countries as "very bad." 


He said that if Britain "could be 


induced to give greater reassur- 
ances to France, this should re- 
move French fears of German re- 
armament and unlock the door for 
a full-scale European Army."

Blank ballots were passed out by the tellers 10 all 26 members 


present. After the supervisors had voted, the tellers collected the bal- 
ots and proceeded to count the same. The result of the first ballot was 
as follows: Mrs. Byers 6, Thompson 3, Hillison 12 and Wilson 5. Total 
26. Since no applicant received a majority vote of the 26 supervisors 
present, as per a prior motion passed, the applicant receiving the 
lowest number of votes was eliminated. The Tellers proceeded to 
pass out ballots again and Chairman Spanglcr mentioned that they 
were now voting on only three applicants, namely Mrs. Bycrs, Hilli- 
son and Wilson.

than eight years, George K. Ruck- 
man, 
Springfield, 111., may be re- 


paid $250 he spent to patch up a 
B-17 bomber crippled over Berlin. 


Ruckman, then an Army Air 


Force lieutenant, was in command 
of the craft when it was hit during 
a mission over the German capital 
Feb. 3. 1945. 


He got his plane and crew down 


without 
further 
mishap n e a r 


Torum, Poland. Grounded, with a 
wrecked engine and a damaged 
landing wheel, Ruckman spent his 
own money for food, shelter and 
clothing for his crewmen. 


No Repayment

Then the Springfield lieutenant 


bartered his personal revolver to 
another Russian for u s e of a 
tractor' to pull a hoist from be- 
neath the capsized roof of a Ger- 
man hangar. 


"We repaired the engine with 


tools that we dug out of burned out 
machine, shops," Ruckman said in 
presenting his claim to the Army. 
"The .Russians gave us no tools at 
all." 


Ruckman said the work was done 


under 
occasional 
artillery 
and 


sniper fire, and in extremely cold 
weather. 


Ruckman submitted letters from 


two of his crew members, flight 
engineer John' Young of Mon- 
roe; La., and waist gunner Alonzo 
Robert Rice of Detroit, to verify 
his claim. 


He also had a letter from a 


Russian officer named Zacchev, 
who wrote: 


"The conduct and attitude of the 


crew was very commendable. They 
were 
also 
very p o l i t e and 


courteous to all Russian personnel 
concerned."
